How muc# better it would be for us all 
As to if we could see ourselves not “as ithers 
Buying. see us,” but as we really are. This re- 
mark is not made in any philosophical 

sense, but is meant to apply strictly to business. 

Each one of us is apt to think that he has one 
“specialty” in which he excels. Very few of us are 
egotistical enough to think that we are good in all 
things. But is it not possible that in that very thing 
upon which we pride ourselves we are weak? 

Let us take the case of buying. Mr. Smith, say, has 
been in the hardware business for twenty-odd years. 
He has made a fair success, and has kept many custom- 
ers through the years, He has always dealt with A. in 
one line, B. in another, and C. in a third. He has 
known the representatives of A., B., and C. for the 
better part of the twenty years he has been a pur- 
chaser of hardware ar the necessities to conducting 
a hardware store. When the representatives of D., E. 
and F. have called on Mr. Smith, he has pleasantly but 
firmly “turned them down.” He has said that he is 
well satisfied with A., B. and C, He has bought from 
them for years. Besides that, he is a personal friend 
of the representatives of A., B. and C. He goes out 
to supper with them when they come to his town. 
They smoke his bad cigars and he smokes their good 
ones. They have every reason to treat him well, and 
he is sure that he has the best of all the bargains which 
his friends have to offer. 

The representative of D., E. and F. find-that they can 
make no impression at all upon Mr. Smith. They can- 
not even get him to look at their goods. Smith is an 
absolutely closed proposition as far as anyone but 
A., B. and C. are concerned. Finally the boys learn 
this, and they call on him only about once in every 
three trips, and then in a perfunctory manner merely as 
an ease to their conscience. 

Smith think he is a good buyer. Is he? Possibly 
he is. Possibly ‘te knows just what is new in the trade.

He may read his trade paper and get the fund of in- 
formation which it contains; he may read the price 
lists and know that he is not paying a cent more than 
the prices quoted therein, and the representatives of 
A., B. and C. may give him an absolutely “square 
deal.” But isn’t Smith neglecting some possible op 
portunities? ; 

His salesmen friends have become in the course of 
the years to feel that they own Smith. When business 
is going wrong and orders are coming in slowly, the) 
will reflect, “Well, I'll be in Smith’s town in a few 
days and I am sure of a good order there.” And 
when they get to Smith’s town, they walk in with their 
order book in hand and say, “What do you want?” 
It isn’t “Mr. Smith, if you have a few minutes to spare 
I would like to show you so and so.” It isn’t a case of 
the salesman searching his brains for something that 
will look tempting. It is merely a case of getting an 
order that is sure to be gotten. The order need not 
necessarily be very big, either. Smith will buy again 
when he needs anything in that line, and he will not 
go elsewhere to do it. What is the use of making 
any special efforts to sell him? And why give him 
that good cigar? Old Potts down the street, who 
only buys when he is in a good humor, will appreciate 
that one. Give the stogie to Smith. 

How that salesman’s manner would change, if, after 
the years of absolute ownership, Smith should sud- 
denly say, “Jimmie, I can’t take anything from you 
this trip. I have just given a big order to D.” That 
would certainly make that salesman sit up and take 
notice. 

But the feature of a possible indifference on the part 
of the salesman is a minor one compared to the great 
principal that before a man buys ke should know what 
is in the market. 

Take a leaf out of the book of the greatest natural 
buyers in the world—the women. Does your wife 
know what baker in the neighborhood makes the bread 
which suits her best? Of course, she does. She does, 
because she has sampled the wares of all. Does she 
know where she can get the best steak, on an average, 
the year around? She does. If you want a suit of 
clothes, you will go to the tailor or the clothier and 
get it. You will probably take the first thing shown 
you if it happens to look decent. But when your wife 
goes to buy a dress it is a different proposition. Pos- 
sibly your wife has been trading with one concern for 
a good many years and has received, always, complete 
satisfaction. Probably she feels almost the same way 
about that concern that you feel about A., B. and C. 
May be it would be practically impossible for her to 
buy anywhere else. But would she go right straight 
to that concern and buy? She might go there first and 
see what they have. She probably would do this. She 
would settle in her own mind on what dress she 
wanted from her favorite firm and then she would 
call upon all the other firms in town to see if she could 
not find something that suited her better. Probably 
she would purchase the first article she saw but she 
would not do it until she had seen about everything 

else that there was for sale at the other stores. 

Why should not this be a good way for you to pur- 
chase your hardware? You have done business with 
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A., B. and C. for years and you have always been satis- 
fied, but D., E. and F. have salesmen to whom they 
pay a good salary for the mere purpose of calling 
upon you and other hardware dealers. Why not give 
them a chance, even if you do ultimately return to the 
old stand-bys? 

Unless unusual circumstances have arisen, to take 
the bulk of your trade away from A., B. and C. would 
undoubtedly be folly, but to let these firms labor under 
the impression that they have some sort of a mortgage 
on your trade is worse folly. You do not like to dis- 
appoint your old friends, of course, but it would not 
hurt you a bit if Jimmy found out on his next trip to 
your town that his rival had had his sample cases in 
your back room for an hour or so. 








WITH rue present keen competition in the retail 
hardware trade, caused by the more advanced business 
methods which have been generally

to mail order houses, more and more at- 
Advertising. 3 y d 
tention must be given by the dealer in 
the smaller towns to the matter of advertising. The 
question of what means are to be employed to bring 
the best results is a vital one. There is, undoubtedly, 
a great difference in the methods which must be fol- 
lowed to bring success in a small community and those 
adopted in the larger cities, or by concerns which sell 
to a widely distributed trade. A study of advertis- 
ing, which has been carried on scientifically for what 
is a comparatively small number of years, has brought 
a great deal of knowledge in this field, undoubtedly, 
but it is conceded by the men who are best posted 
that advertising is yet in its infancy so far as the 
preparation of copy is concerned, and practically all 
the: knowledge which has been acquired applies en- 
tirely to the field of the city and to the general field. 
There has been no systematic “getting together” of 
the country merchant and the small town merchant 
for the purpose of deciding upon the best means of 
reaching their customers through “publicity.” This 
being the case, it has been necessary for each ad- 
vertiser in this field to do practically all the thinking 
himself. He has not been able to benefit by the ex- 
periences of others to any extent, for how often does 
he see the advertising of the merchant who is similarly 
situated? When he does see it, how is he to know 
whether it has been successful or not? Among the 
“big” advertisers, so-called—the department store ad- 
vertisers in the great cities or the advertisers of the 
thousand and one things which appear in every pub- 
lication in the land—a practice is made of studying 
the work of their competitors and firms in similar lines. 
The result is that if one man developes a good idea, 
it is not long before the others either bring to a 
further degree of perfection or have suggested to 
them by it some other idea. Thus, if, say, there are 
a hundred firms advertising and each one of them 
developes an idea, at the end of a short time the prod- 
ucts of each of the hundred advertisement writers 
concerned have been influenced to a greater or less ex- 
tent by the output of the others. And invariably these 
products have been benefited to a marked extent there- 
by. 
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Yet, while some of these advertisements are full 
of merit as an egg of meat, they are of very little 
use to the retailer in the smaller towns. That they 
are read by the retailer is evidenced by the marks 
which are discernible in the advertisements of dealers 
which are sent to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN for crit- 
icism, and while they have possibly helped a little, 
they have also undoubtedly detracted in a great many 
cases from the fundamental merit of the dealer’s idea. 
For it is undoubtedly true that a dealer in a small 
town, where he is known personally to a majority of 
his townsmen, must use entirely different ideas from 
those which have been found successful by the ad- 
vertisers of a favorite brand of soap or a well-known 
scouring powder. Neither can he employ the same 
methods as those of the advertiser of a safety razor, 
although he may handle that very safety razor him- 
self. Such advertisements are absoluetly without per- 
sonality to the consumers of their products. The 
statements they make are taken simply and solely as 
statements backed up by a general reputation. 

The dealer, on the other hand, is known, his char- 
acteristics are familiar to his trade. He must have 
established a feeling of confidence to have succeeded, 
and as a general rule what he says, if he is careful 
not to exaggerate, is believed. This puts him in a 
position where well-written advertisements cannot but 
pay him—but how to write them well. The man who 
limits himself to the use of a two-inch advertisement 
once a week is not the man who is writing his ad- 
vertisements well, certainly, not even if he has within 
him the eloquence of all the great orators and writers 
of the world’s history. The man, however, who has 
the courage of his convictions to an extent which will 
enable him to set aside a certain stipulated sum, 
which is not too small, for the purpose of advertising, 
is on the right road, and if he tries to confine him- 
self purely to facts and to terseness, he will eventually 
reap the harvest which he deserves. The first thing 
which is drummed into a “cub” reporter’s head when 
he is put to work by a great paper is to stick to the 
little words, the words of Anglo-Saxon origin, for 
in them is strength. No better fundamental prin- 
ciple could be followed than this by the writer of ad- 
vertisements. 

Be simple in the construction of your sentences. 
Use many periods and few commas. If you are ad- 
vertising a stove, sit down in front of that stove with 
a pad and pencil in your hand and go over its qual- 
ities thoroughly, from the pipe above to the zinc on 
which it rests,

RANDOM SKETCHES.

THE most bitterly hated and malignantly attacked 
of all our institutions are those known as trusts ‘an 
corporations—not the ordinary company which ha: 
filed the necessary papers with a secretary of state | 
put them in the “soulless” class, but the corporation: 
which have succeeded in getting control of grea‘ 
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property and the destinies of a great number of men 
and families. We have been educated by observation 
and the writings of the contributors to the daily papers 
and the magazines to believe that the trust and the 
corporation is the worst enemy to us as individual and 


‘ citizen which we are bearing to-day, and undoubtedly 


this is true. The corporation is soulless—it has to be 
soulless in its very nature. If it has sympathies, it 
takes great pains not to permit them to interfere with 
the gathering in of the dividend. That is, usually. 

But give the devil his due. One of the greatest cor- 
porations of all, the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
a company which has been attacked and “exposed” 
countless times, has done one of the finest. things 
which any corporation .could do—which any indi- 
vidual could do. It has proven that corporations have 
a soul, if one’s heart is big enough to admit that. 
At any rate, it has proven that it will pay for the 
good will of its employes. 

This road has provided for 2,700 employes in their 
old age. It has. seen that these employes, after their 
day of usefulness as workmen or workwomen has 
passed, shall not be in a position to say “I gave my 
life to the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and am 
now cast aside to die.” It has established a Pension 
Department. Statistics show that during the six 
years of its operation $2,004,087.59 have been expend- 
ed in this manner. 

Yes, give the devil his due. True, the money was 
doubtless well spent from a business standpoint. It 
probably brought full return in faithful work on the 
part of those of its employes who were the sons or 
nephews of the old men and women who received 
the money. It probably made many a man glad he 
was working for a company which would take care of 
him when the time came that he could not take care 
of himself, and made that man work harder to hold 
his job, But it was a right thing to do and a good 
thing to do, and whatever the motive the deed should 


be appreciated for what it is worth. 
i. a 


Atways has the political situation of the world been 
a peculiar one, and always has the citizen had a mis- 
conception.of it. In the days of the monarchies, the 
days of one-man power, naturally there was no man 
regarded in greater awe than the emperor or the king 
or the Cesar. And during the Roman Triumvirate those 
in power were regarded as having their own way in 
everything. The idea has always been, among the mass 
of the people, that the man with the nominal power, the 
man who could say “off with your head” and off it 
went, had as much actual power as his office implied. 
Take Nicholas, Tsar of all the Russias, as an example 
with which every one is familiar. Autocrat and abso- 
lute ruler that he is in name, in reality he has prob- 
ably as little to say about the conduct of things as any 
one of his grand uncles, or nephews, or whatever the 
relationship happens to be of the real rulers of the 
empire, 

Ninety-nine out of a hundred of the rulers of the 
past on whom fortune has bestowed the autocratic 
power did not make use of that power; could not make 
use of it. There were exceptions, men like Julius 
Cesar, Charlemagne, Frederick the Great and their 
ilk, They were rulers, They were the men to whom 
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the courtiers acknowledged superiority of intellect, and 
it was for this reason that they were called “the great.” 
But, ordinarily, the ruler was subjected to the ignominy 
that some one or more of his state officials, or his 
cabinet officers, or the dandies of his court, were pos- 
sessed of much greater will power than he had him- 
self, ‘Then, to a great extent, that ruler became a 
puppet. Take as an example of the power a strong 
mind gets over a weak one, notwithstanding the great- 
ness of the political position which the weak mind 
may have, the Richelieus and the Mazarins of France. 
With nothing back of them beyond their mental pow- 
ers and the position which these mental powers had 
brought them, they were the real rulers of their coun- 
tries. 


And this fact of the power of the stronger mind, 
whatever the status of political or business society, 
applies just as much to-day as it ever did in the days 
when the court favorite could have his enemy’s head 
cut off as easily as the business favorite to-day can 
have the new clerk fired-—when that business favorite 
is a strong man mentally. Take the examples which 
are coming up daily in the political machinery of our 
own cities. Once in a while a man like Mayor Weaver 
of Philadelphia will make a stand and fight the real 
ruler of the affairs urban, but ordinarily the whole ma- 
chinery is at the power of one strong mentality or a 
coterie of strong mentalities who have not the office- 
given power which their puppets possess. Take any 
business composed of two or more partners. You will 
find, invariably, that one of them—it may not be the 
man who owns the greatest share, either—has more to 
say about the conduct of affairs than all the rest put 
together. In times of trouble the burdens are put on 
this man’s shoulders and he assumes them because of 
the instinctive feeling possessed by all, himself in- 
cluded, that he is the real leader. Take our own hon- 
ored senate. The statement has been made time and 
again by political writers that even that body has a 
one-man power—that there is one senator of a person- 
ality so strong that the others give way when he 
charges. 


But all these indications of the differences in degree 
of mentality and the power of the strong over the weak 
are set to nought in what is really the most important 
phase of our society. This is our social society; the 
society that is referred to with mingled awe and ridi- 
cule as the four hundred in New York and the bon ton 
and the elite in other of our great centers of population. 
To the weak minded, or to those possessing minds of 
ordinary power who have been so unfortunate as to 
come under the mentality of the very strong minded, 
this fact will bring great satisfaction. For truly in 
“society” if mentality counts at all, it counts only when 
it has been possessed by some of our relatives who are 
removed from us in Adam’s direction some three or 
four generations.

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CONFERENCE OF STOVE MOLDERS AND 
MANUFACTURERS. 





The annual meeting for 1906 of the Stove Found- 
ers’ National Defense Association and the Iron 
Molders’ Union was held in Chicago this week. The 
conference lasted four days, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday. 

The main point of discussion was the matter of 
wages. The molders insisted that the scale be ad- 
vanced ten per cent, while the manufacturers were 
equally insistent that the present wages remain un- 
changed. The manufacturers advanced the argument 
that the molders were now receiving higher wages 
than any similar line ‘was obtaining, and that they 
thought the time was not ripe for a further advance. 

Up to a late hour Friday no decision had _ been 
reached. It was believed by the manufacturers that 
the molders would listen to their arguments and that 
the record of the conferences for bringing about sat- 
isfactory adjustments of difficulties would be upheld.

THE PROBLEMS OF THE GAS ENGINE 


— 

In no class of engineering has there been such ma- 
terial progress during the last five years as in the large 
power gas engine; it is indeed not too much to say that 
up to five years ago the large-power gas engine did 
not exist. But although much has been achieved, 
there are still many problems to be dealt with, the 
solution of which will further advance the efficiency 
and utility of the gas engine. It has long been known 
that the higher the compression of the explosive mix- 
ture before ignition the more economy is obtained in 
the gas engine, but so far there has been a limit to the 
degree to which compression can be carried, caused 
by the firing of the mixture before the proper 
instant. This condition of things has _ proved 
a barrier to progress in this particular direction, but 
we have good reason to believe that before long means 
will be used to overcome the difficulty and thus another 
avenue to advancement will be opened up. Coincident 
with this, a more efficient clearing out of the exhasst 
will be effected. The valve gear of the modern gas 
engine has by no means reached finality, and the clatter 
of the mechanism is one of the most distressing feat- 
ures of the gas engine. No doubt minor improve- 
ments in the shape of the cams and rollers will do 
something towards lessening the noise and wedr and 
tear, but until there is a more positive method of driv- 
ing the valves it seems impossible to entirely eliminate 
rattle. As. Mr. Humphrey has pointed out in his ad- 
mirable paper read before the Institution of Civil En- 
gineers, a rotary form of valve may possibly be found 
more suitable for the gas engine. Such a valve would 
certainly give quieter running. In view of recent prog- 
ress the future of the large gas engine is very prom- 
ising and its development bids fair to be one of the 
most interesting features of the engineering of the 
present century.—Mechanical World.

Bulgaria.

Continued from March 24th. 

Passing into Bulgaria, and halting at the town of 
Tirnovo, one finds himself in the iron moulder’s para- 
dise—for a primitive land—for iron is in evidence 
here, to a greater extent, probably, than anywhere else

in Europe. To begin with, every house, large or 
small, has, in the center front, on the second floor, 
an iron balcony, resembling the landings to a fire- 
escape at home, but without the unsightly metal lad- 
ders, or steps leading down, and more often hidden 
beneath drooping oleanders or twining grape vines. 
Many of the homes, further, have doors alone on the 
lower floor, and to these there are quaint, handsome 
knockers of iron that do credit to the iron moulder’s 
art. When there are windows, even in the most prim- 
itive dwelling, on the lower floor, these have bars, as 
to a prison, and the constant demand for these gives 
a stimulus to a trade which,in a land as primitive as 
this, would scarcely otherwise survive. Bedsteads in 
the rooms, are of iron, too, and so there is much for 
the ’smith in Tirnovo. 

Iron molders, as is the case with all men of a trade 
in the Balkans, occupy a distinct quarter of the city, 
and there a guild system, regulating apprentices and 
the wages and prices prevail, so that, whether one go 
to the first man or the last, the prices are the same. 

While Tirnovo has a fire department, as such, inter- 
est attaches to a tall fire tower rising in the center of 
the town, and recalling to an American the old fire 
tower still employed to such purpose at Nantucket. 
The fire tower here, however, is Greek in style, sur- 
mounted with a balcony, from which the watch over- 
looks all the city. The rare visitor makes the ascent 
of this tower for the splendid vistas it affords. Wood- 


en stairs lead up about an open central area to the bal- 
cony, where the uniformed watcher is but too glad to 
act as cicerone, and point out distinctive dwellings 
among the red roofs sprinkling the hills above the 
river, upon which the sun sparkles merrily. 

In Tirnovo the iron moulder produces the reveille 
call, too, for here the kitchen shovels are of his make, 
and, armed with these, on Christmas ‘morn the house- 
maid wakes the family, beating on her shovel as on a 
drum, that she may be given a few centimes. 

In the bakeries of Tinrovo one sees great ovens of 
earth in the same chamber where the bread is baked, 
and serving, frequently, likewise to heat the upper 
floor, on which the baker’s family live. Almost sim- 
ilar to these are the ovens of north Germany, on 
which the tenants may sleep in the winter. 

Owing to their sleeping in their Wagons, when com- 
ing to town, many of the Bulgarian peasants are quite 
able to dispense with stoves, or ovens of any sort, sim- 
ply contenting themselves with a bonfire, built, on such 
excursions, at the wagon’s side, and furnishing both 
heat for cooking and warmth. 

In the stores of the interior towns one sees every- 
where for sale queer bunches of what resembles black 
bark, the interior, however, of cork-like appearance ; 
and which is employed as tinder. Usually this tinder 
is for lighting one’s pipe only, the process being ac- 
complished by two flints, which every smoker in-

variably carries in his pocket. Now and then, how- 
ever, the immortal spark for the stove will be gained 
through the same method. In East Rumelia women 
twirl two sticks together, to generate a spark, as the 
photo serves to show—but of that later on. 

Passing through Sofia, the capital, just long enough 
to note that in each room of the hotel there is a stove, 
furnaces being as yet unknown to the principality, and 
descending southward into the brigand land of Bul- 
garia, one finds in the little hamlets—for there are no 
farmhouses as we understand the term, everyone liv-

ing in settlements—a room in each house containing an 
earthen, rounded oven, as well as a hearth, on which 
latter embers at least are eternally glowing. A pair 
of iron pots will hang over these fires, while on the 
floor against the wall is a stone slab with more kettles. 
In a corner faggots are piled, for coal, even among the 
rich, is almost unknown. 

In the gypsy huts a fire burns briskly beneath an 
iron kettle, filling the hut with smoke and possibly ac- 
counting for the outdoor life of the nomad. 

Even in the small towns, such as Jupnitza, iron bed- 
steads are found, two to a room in the inns, and here 
likewise, for a reason that leaves itself to the imagina- 
tion to suppose iron bars are placed before all the 
windows. These bars are the more curious by reason 
of the fact that tobacco, the one great staple of the 
land, is hung in long strands to walls and gate the 
season through, without fear of theft, while the homes 
are thus safeguarded. In these villages, notably at 
Rila, it is the duty of the iron molder, who is usually 
blacksmith, too, to make the axes for the town. To 
the simple villages his fires have meanings far and 
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too large to be termed cells) beds, and these of iron 
likewise, though the stove is again of porcelain, and 
this latter ornament, in the reception room of the 
abbey, of an immaculate white. 

Interesting to the iron molder, in the treasury of 
Rila Monastery, is a sample of the work his craft was 
called on to produce in goodly numbers in the days 
of the inquisition, and long before, when the church 
ruled all of Europe. This relic, though here of not 
such ancient date, is an iron trunk, a little coffer such 
as the soldiers have in southern Europe, with clasp 
and clumsy padlock. When the monastery wanted its 
new chapel adorned, it had the trunk exposed where 
pilgrims passed, that each might drop in his offering. 
No accounting was kept, that all gold might be of 
equal use, and when funds were needed the abbot 
simply helped himself from this simple treasury— 
just as, in the olden days, the Papal legates had the 
faithful deposit Peter’s pence in the iron trunks, and 
then sent these to the Pope. At Rila, the old coffer 
was, for ‘some time, buried in the ground, and shows 
the effects of dampness.

away more terrible than we of this western world 
possess, for on the outer porch of the village church 
there are portrayed people, nude, writhing in flames, 
while saints look mildly.down at devils enchaining 
others—chaining them with chains such as these same 
iron molders produce. Others of these people, in the 
nude, recline in the mouths of sharks, from which fish 
the flames emerge to develop little devils. Little won- 
der, then, that the iron molder is looked on as a man 
above the rest, since he may deal with such forces of 
distress. 

In the far south of Lowest Bulgaria the monks have 
brought the iron molder to make tiny iron crosses, 
which are set up, here and there, in the narrow canons, 
as shrines, and also to indicate that the land is prop- 
erty of a Greek monastery, and hence sanctuary land. 

In the largest of these monasteries, Rila, on the 
route to the scene of Miss Stone’s capture, the ovens 
are still of earth, but in the cells for the outside guest 
there are great china stoves such as one finds in 
France. Here, too, the windows are barred with iron 
work, often, however, magnificent in its fanciful de- 
In the cells for the guest the bed is a mere 
divan, or bench about the walls, hard and narrow, but 
for the monks there are in each room (the rooms are

At Sofia, the capital of Bulgaria, the huge piles of 
faggots and boughs piled up before the residences of 
rich and poor—in the front yard ever—attract the vis- 
itor again, often through the swish of a saw on the 
pile, suspended from two cross pieces and plied by 
an itinerant wood cutter, who brings the pieces to 
proper size for the stoves. On the streets of the city, 
too, coke is sold, the vender carrying it in a great 
band about his waist. 

There, too, though there are certain streets where 
stoves only are sold, and these stand out before the 
shops on the sidewalk, as in the Salem street district 
of Boston, samovars are quite as popular as they are 
in Russia. The National Museum at Sofia contains 
some ancient armor and chain-mail shirts that are in- 
teresting to students of the art.

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THE LARGEST PULLEY. 





Travelers entering New York by the New York 
Central or the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroads have probably noticed near the Mott Haven 
station an enormous wood pulley. This pulley was 
exhibited in Machinery Hall at the St. Louis exposi- 
tion and was actually used. It is the largest all-wood 
pulley ever built to be used for the transmission of 
power. It is stated that this pulley transmitted fifteen 
hundred horse power. Its diameter is two hundred 
and forty inches, its face fifty-two and the bore 
twenty inches. 

In most lines of industry, steel and iron are quickly 
supplanting wood as a basic material. The contrary is 
true in the case of large pulleys. The wonderful in- 
crease of weight in the rim that cannot be made with- 
out a corresponding increase in the arm support is 
said to make the cast iron pulley impractical for large 
efforts. According to authorities, the tensile strength 
of cast iron and oak per cubjc inch is practically the 
same while the weight of the former is greater. In 
the cast iron pulley of standard construction there is 
approximately one-tenth the amount of cubic inches of 
solid arm stock provided in.some forms of wood pul- 
leys. Accordingly the latter are said to be ten times 
stronger than the former, 

The large wood pulley partially described above is 
manufactured by Patterson, Gottfried & Hunter, Lim- 
ited, 146-150 Center Street, New York City.

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AN ATTACK ON TINNERS IN GENERAL. 





Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN has received a letter from 
a man who is evidently of the opinion that tinners in 
general, notwithstanding the high grade of intelli- 
gence and ability which their profession requires, are 
among the loosest morally of all the high-class trades. 

We take exception to this contention. Of course, 
among tinners, as well as among every other class of 
men, there are individuals who cast an ill-odor on the 
whole trade. But to say, as our correspondent says, 
that all tinners, or practically all tinners, are “booze 
fighters” and “lushers” is carrying the matter entirely 
too far and is a great injustice, and isa statement 
which should not be allowed to pass unchallenged by 
our readers. 

Our correspondent cites cases to bear out his con- 
tention. He says, among other things, that recently 
he put an advertisement in one of the trade papers 
for three good tinners. In reply to his advertisement 
he received some twenty answers. He read these re- 
plies carefully with the intention of selecting from 
among them men who would probably be industrious 
in their work and apt to stay with him for a long 
time. He is, he says, in a position where he can em- 
ploy a half dozen men to advantage the year around. 
He is willing to pay scale wages and to treat his men 
with all the consideration in his power. He wrote 
four of these men to come to his city, which is near 
Chicago, and they duly put in an appearance. 

His troubles, he says, commenced the very first day. 
He sent two of his new men out to work on a job with 
a man who had been with him for two -or three 
months, and who, he thought, was one of the few 
“straight” tinners whom he acknowledged to exist. But 
it was a case of the rotten apples in the barrel cor- 
rupting the good. The three men showed up at the 
shop the next morning, he says, with bleared eyes and 


‘strong breaths. But that was not the worst. Investi- 


gation elicited the information that the job had been 
ruined, that he had, through his men’s actions, lost a 
good customer, a man who owned many houses and 
always employed him to do the work. This customer 
said that the men had been at work but a few minutes 
when the “black bottle” was produced, and within an 
hour that job looked as though it were the scene of a 
cannonading. Needless to say, he gave the men their 
“time.” 

This is but one of the cases mentioned. It must 
surely be that our correspondent is unfortunate. As 
a matter of cold, common-sense reasoning, why should 
one trade have more of a whiskey tendency than an- 
other? Why should it be that the “good” tinner is 
the exception instead of the rule? 

Tinners, as a class you are attacked. The columns 
of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN are open to your defense 
as individuals and as a class. Will you speak in your 
own defense? 


We know that you are an intelligent class of men, 
because we have been in touch with you for years, but 
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it is true that the general impression is that a tinner 
likes his “good time” more than the average man. 
Impressions are hard to dispel, but this is one which 
should be corrected. 
What have you to say on the subject?

PAINTING GALVANIZED ROOF. 





From T. J. Lowell, 127 Third avenue, Cedar Rapids, lowa 

Please tell proper method of painting a galvanized 
roof. 

Ans.—Fat or resinous paints for galvanized roofs 
must be prepared with an abundant content of copper 
by the actual chemical solution of suitable copper 
preparations in the varnishes and oils. Such paints 
combine very intimately with the galvanized surfaces 
so that they resist the most abrupt changes of temper- 
ature without scaling off. For the preparation of 
such paints either copper soap prepared by precipi- 
tating a solution of copper salt with soap solution is 
dissolved in varnish, or the emulsion, like Russian 
train-oil paint, mixed with solution of copper salt. 
with a solution of soda or potash and suitable mineral 
Russian train-oil paint is prepared by mixing train-oit 
colors, so that a thinly-fluid paint is formed.

LEAKS AND CORRUGATED ROOFS. 








To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Relative to the inquiry from Grant Stricker of Laura, 
Ohio, will say that corrugated sheets can be used on roofs 
where the roof is about one-fourth to one-third pitch, but 
are not adapted to flat roofs. Sometimes corrugated roofs 
will leak where the sheets are lapped together on the sides by 
the water flushing over the corrugations, and when trouble of 
this kind is experienced, about the only way to remedy it is 
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to have two corrugation strips made to fit over the sheets 
where they are lapped. When a roof is less than one-fourth 
pitch, we believe a standing seam roof should be applied. 
The metal roofing does not endanger a building from a stroke 
of lightning; in fact, it is considered in the form of con- 
ductor.,

“HARDWARE SITUATION. 


The past week has been characterized by a read- 
justment of the light butt and light hinge prices, slight- 
ly advancing the same. The heavy lines are practically 
unchanged, but the disposition is strong to advance 
the entire lines of both steel butts and hinges. 

Manufacturers of builders’ hardware are demanding 
more money for their special goods and this will grad- 
ually affect jobbers’ prices, 

The axe manufacturers have withdrawn their low 
prices and a firmer tone prevails among them. 

Manufacturers of wire weavers are demanding more 
money for their products, although no announcements 
of change are made this week. 

Manufacturers of leather goods continue to support 
high prices. The Husker people have been about the 
last to join this procession and some changes in prices 
will doubtless be necessary soon in their lines. 





Eastern mills have secured from this territory con- 
tracts for over 150,000 tons of standard steel rails, 
and it is rumored that contracts for considerably over 
this amount will be given in the near future if mills 
can guarantee deliveries. The Pennsylvania Steel 
Company has contracted to deliver to the Santa Fe 
forty thousand tons and the Cambria Steel Company 
will furnish the same road with more than ten thou- 
sand tons. The Northern Pacific has ordered thirty 
thousand tons from the Lackawanna Steel Company 
and the Great Northern Railway has ordered twenty 
thousand tons from’ the same company, while the 
Georgia Central Railroad and the Chesapeake & Ohio 
have each ordered ten thousand tons from the Cam- 
bria Steel Company. The Cambria and the Pennsyl- 
vania Steel Companies are now reported practically 
filled up with rail tonnage for the entire year. The 
Lackawan Steel Company and the Carnegie Steel 
Company seem to be the only mills in position to take 
on additional business. 

Western tontracts have been awarded for structural 
steel, aggregating six thousand tons in the last two 
weeks. It has been estimated that twenty-five thou- 
sand tons of structural will be used in downtown 
Chicago buildings this year. 

The Illinois Steel Company is pushing preliminary 
work on its new plant at Garry, Indiana. Bids are 
being received by this company for the erection of 
four blast furnaces and twenty-four open hearth fur- 
naces, and contracts will probably be let in a few 
days. The capacity of the blast furnaces will be four 
hundred and fifty tons each. The new blast furnace 
of the Illinois Steel Company at South Chicago will 
be finished by May 1st and that at Joliet about Sep- 
tember 1st. It is expected that the Federal Furnace 
Company’s stack being built at South Chicago will be 
completed around November 1st. Work has not been 
started as yet on the proposed two new furnaces of 
the Iroquois Furnace Company. 





SHEETS. 

An active competition is developed week by week 
between the independent mills for new tonnage. None 
of these interests is any too well protected for the fu- 
ture and the small amount of business coming forward 
is eagerly sought. The standard prices are cut $1.00 
a ton constantly, but this cut only partially meets the 
prices made by one or two consumers who are trying 
to dispose of their surplus tonnage bought last year 
during the period of very low prices. The strength 
of the market, however, is in the undiminished value 
of specification, indicating a healthy activity in all the 
consuming lines. Prices quoted below are as accurate 
as can be given when the concessions which are of- 
fered are taken into account:

WIRE PRODUCTS. 

The demand for wire products is the greatest in 
years. Deliveries are for the time being slow for the 
reason that it was impossible to keep pace with the 
orders which are pouring in. The orders for poultry 
netting are especially numerous and the leading in- 
terest has found it necessary in the past week to buy 
from outside markets in order to fill its orders. Balt 
ties are also in active demand, although the mills are 
able to meet the orders. It is expected that new rec- 
ords will be established this year in the consumption 
of smooth wire and open fencing, as the demand for 
these products is increasing very materially as spring 
draws near. Prices are very strong. Carload lots to 
jobbers, Chicago delivery, are being quoted as fol- 
lows: 





OLD MATERIALS. 

Contracts covering an aggregate of six thousand 
tons of heavy melting stock have been given in the 
past ten days by one producer of open hearth steel. 
The price is secured on this material range from 
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$13.50 to $14.00. This has resulted in the steel scrap 
situation being toned up and it is firmer than it has 
been at any time in the past two months. On the rail- 
road list that closed last week, slightly better prices 
than have been prevailing, were reported, and this 
would indicate that the market generally is on some- 
what of a firmer basis.

PIG IRON. 


There is little change this week in the attitude of 
buyers toward the local market. The drifting con- 
ditions of the present are likely to continue until the 
outcome of the present dullness is more clearly seen. 
No decided tendency, either upward or downward, has 
developed. A sharp buying improvement is looked 
for in April as a result of the coal strike. The sharp 
demand for quick shipment iron continues, but there 
is little inquiry felt for the last half. Once in a while 
an order for a round lot is closed, but instances are 
comparatively scarce. Prices continue soft, southern 
quotations being especially susceptible to pressure. 
Nothing better than $13.75 Birmingham, for number 
two foundry has been done in this market during the 
past week except on job lots and off grades, which 
the owners have offered at $13.25 to $13.50 in order 
to move them quickly. Even the $13.75 price is re- 
stricted to furnaces outside the strictly Birmingham 
district. Those within the circle are quoting $14.00 
as their minimum excepting the three leading pro- 
ducers, who assert that they are still maintaining the 
$14.50 schedule. Ohio irons are competing actively 
with the local products, especially on deliveries for 
the last half, quotations having been made in the past 
week on local inquiries for malleable and number two 
foundry for this shipment as low as $18.80 Chicago. 
The Chicago furnaces are still asking $19.25 for 
malleable and $19.00 for number two foundry, al- 
though in some quarters there is a disposition to shade 
these prices on tonnage for the last six months of the 
year in order to keep out the valley irons. Lake Su- 
perior charcoal continues firm at $20.00. The follow-

Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

The leading feature of the iron market during the past 
week has been the heavy inquiries from malleable concerns 
The makers of malleable castings have apparently decided 
that the time has arrived to cover their requirements for the 
second and third quarters and some round lots have been 
purchased and other deals of magnitude are pending. 

The general attitude of foundry iron consumers was well 
expressed by one of the most important in the central district, 
who said that if he could be assured that prices were at the 
bottom or if other large buyers were covering, he would at 
once place heavy orders. He hadn’t enough to supply himself 
for the second quarter and wanted deliveries anticipated, but 
couldn’t decide to place a new contract. 

The situation is such as to give confidence to the pro- 
ducer, for he looks out on a bare iron yard and on his desk 
are hurry-up instructions for shipments. His tonnage of 
unfilled orders is gradually decreasing, but he knows that the 
time is rapidly approaching when a buying movement must 
begin. 

Reports from all quarters indicate an enlarged consump- 
tion during the remainder of the year. Users of pig iron 
don’t want the price to go lower, but if there is any chance 
of a fall they want to be in when it strikes bottom. Ex- 
perience has shown that very few get in at that point and 
most business is done on the rebound, and history seems 
likely to repeat itself. 

Quotations are being maintained, excepting in a few 
instances where for good reasons certain lots of iron have 
been forced on the market. 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

Inquiry this week has been greater than for some time 
past.. The most striking thing about these inquiries is that 
they come from large concerns, and as a rule are for con- 
siderable quantities. Among others an extensive electric 
company is in the market for 12,000 tons, a pipe works is 
inquiring for 6,000 tons, and so on down the line to half 
a dozen 500 ton lots. If all the inquiry that is now on foot 
develops into real business we shall have a genuine buying 
movement of fine proportions. Of course it stands to 
reason that we must be approaching the end of the closed 
season. Buyers at times can stay out of the market, as they 
have been doing, for a long time, but they cannot stay out 
indefinitely. However, as a matter of fact sellers really have 
no complaint, because, while the market has been quiet since 
November, order books have been filled, and shipments have 
been going forward at a wonderful rate. Not only this, but 
there has been very decent buying right along. The buying 
has been so regular and so steady that there has been nothing 
worthy of much comment about it, but all furnaces have had 
good new business at the top prices. This week the sales 
made have been considerably larger than any previous week 
in the month. Most of the orders call for quick shipment 
In the majority of cases buyers are needing the iron in a 
hurry. Some little iron has been sold for delivery over the 
third and fourth quarters of the year, and a good part of 
the inquiries which are now under negotiation are for long 
forward delivery. This fact is suggestive. 

On the whole, the developments of this week in pig iron 
market have been distinctly on the right side.
